Sierra Madrean helps runt become guide dog

Several weeks ago Lois Jenkins of Sierra Madre 
went to Palm Desert and came home with “a tiny fur 
person.” 

A friend told Jenkins, who runs Jenkins Consult¬ 
ing, which helps small businesses and start-up enter¬ 
prises with their business needs, that Guide Dogs of 
the Desert, located in Palm Desert, could possibly 
use her consulting services. Jenkins contacted director 
Christopher Corr offering her consulting firm’s ser¬ 
vices. 

During the conversation, they talked about the 
guide dog program, and Jenkins, an animal lover 
who owns dogs, cats and fish, immediately volun¬ 
teered. Guide dog training is done by volunteers dur¬ 
ing the first year and a half of the guide dog’s life. 
Corr told her that a German Shepherd just had a litter, 
and that he was afraid that no one would want the 
available runt. Jenkins jumped at the chance, so Corr 
gave her a questionnaire to fill out. The question¬ 
naire ferrets out people’s attitude towards pets and 
determines their personality and temperament. When 
asked “Where would the dog sleep?” Jenkins wrote, 
“Anywhere it wants.” 

A week later, Jenkins drove to Palm Desert to 
pick up Ashley, a black-and-tan German Shepherd 
puppy, all mouth, ears and feet. Ashley, named by 
Guide Dogs of the Desert, since she is a registered

thoroughbred dog, was given a clean bill of health. 
Guide Dogs of the Desert runs many medical tests on 
their puppies before assigning them as trainees to be 
sure they are in excellent health. Because of her small 
size, they checked Ashley carefully for any defects. 
It turned out that Ashley is just a small dog. 

Medical checks are important for these dogs, as 
50 to 60 percent of the dogs are disqualified for guide 
dog service, mostly for medical reasons. Only a small 
percentage of dogs are disqualified for other reasons, 
such as being ill-tempered or having a contrary per¬ 
sonality. The main medical concern with dogs this 
size is hip dysplasia, a deteriorating muscle condition 
around the leg joints exhibited in some large adult 
dogs. Because a sightless person constantly tugs and 
pulls on the leash of the dog causing undue strain and 
aggravation on this area, a dog with an indication of 
this condition is automatically flunked out of the 
program. 

Jenkins has started 9-week-old Ashley on her 
two-year training program. As a “guide dog puppy 
in training” Ashley spends the first 15 months with 
Jenkins, where she will learn basic commands such

as sit, come and stay, and receive rudimentary train¬ 
ing, including walking on a leash and toilet training. 
Jenkins also will introduce Ashley to “extreme sociali¬ 
zation” by taking Ashley with her everywhere. Ashley’s 
training must include experience with elevators, taxis, 
buses, restaurants, airplanes, stores and hotels as well 
as a variety of walking surfaces such as city streets, 
stairs and grates. Ashley cannot be afraid or hesitant 
about anything new or different. She also must get 
used to accompanying Jenkins constantly, since she 
will need to be with a sightless person at all times. 
During this period of socialization, Ashley will wear 
a jacket which indicates she is a guide dog puppy in 
training. This will allow her to go into public places 
normally prohibited to dogs. 

After 15 months, Ashley will return to Guide 
Dogs of the Desert to complete her training with “in¬ 
telligent disobedience,” where she learns to distin¬ 
guish dangerous situations and to go against her 
master’s command if the situation imperils her mas¬ 
ter’s life. After two years of combined volunteer 
and institutional training, Ashley will be matched with 
a sightless person with the same personality type. 
Then Jenkins will “turn the reins over” to Ashley’s 
new owner at a graduation ceremony. These dogs 
are given to the sightless person at no charge. 

Guide Dogs of the Desert has existed for 21 years. 
They are a nonprofit organization dependent solely 
on private contributions. Volunteers, like Jenkins, 
pay for ail of the dog’s food, shots and veterinary 
bills during the dog’s foster stay. “It is a true labor 
of love,” said Jenkins. 

Another requirement Ashley must meet is a 19- 
inch minimum height, which worries Jenkins because 
Ashley is so small. Jenkins wants Ashley to succeed, 
so she said, “I’ll give her platform soles on her feet 
to make her stand 19 inches.”

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Coping with bees 

One indicator of summer’s return 
is the reappearance of bees and wasps. 
Bees are a simple nuisance to some, but 
to others a bee sting represents a poten¬ 
tially fatal allergic reaction. Approx¬ 
imately 50 people die each year from 
stings. 

The Safety Center offers these tips 
for dealing with bees this summer: 

- Do not panic or swat at bees. Fast 
movements or swatting will only in¬ 
crease the likelihood of a sting. 

- When involved in outdoor activi¬ 
ties, do not wear perfume or use 
heavily-scented soap. Wear gray, 
white or tan clothing. Bright colors 
or objects attract bees. 

- Picnic away from garbage cans or 
fallen fruit, since these attract wasps. 

- When a bee sting victim is known 
to be allergic, go to a hospital im¬ 
mediately! Do not wait for signs 
of a reaction. A quick response can 
save a life. 

- If stung, check for a stinger. A 
honey bee leaves its stinger in the 
victim. Remove the stinger by scrap¬ 
ing the skin. Do not squeeze the 
skin or try to remove the stinger 
with tweezers. 

- Reduce swelling by placing an ice 
pack on the affected area for 15 to 
20 minutes. To relieve the pain, ap¬ 
ply a baking soda paste to the area 
for 20 to 30 minutes.

Carrot Top revisited...

WJicn a writer writes a series of articles such 
as this he generally does it chronologically and 
when you do, you invariably miss some important 
item that you wanted to report, so you generally 
finish the article and then let it rest for a few hours 
or days so that your memory can again go over 
the time period. This 1 have done and can come 
up with a couple such articles. 

Up to and until 1921 Sierra Madre did not 
have an organized Fire Department. A bunch of 
the boys around town had rigged up several 
pieces of equipment on a commercial truck and 
when the fire horn blasted they were off to the 
scene of the disaster. 

In 1921 the City Council, by Ordinance, 
created the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment with a personnel of 20 men. Their meeting 
hall was in the basement of the unfinished city 
hall at the corner of Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
Windsor Lane. The building had not been com¬ 
pleted, the reason 1 do not know, but the roof 
was a sidewalk - high and covered. This was 
their meeting place. Later on, when the build¬ 
ing was finished, the Fire Department was al¬ 
located the southwest corner of the building 
with their meeting and recreation room above, 
which left a closet room for a kitchen. 

Very little has been recorded concerning 
the Police Department, until last year’s article 
by Sgt. Chris Christensen in the July 6 issue of 
the Sierra Madre News, which said: “The de¬ 


partment now has a Police Chief, .four Sgts, two 
Agents, eight Patrol Officers, four Desk Officers, 
one Parking Enforcement Officer and eight Re¬ 
serves. Sgt. Chris is the Senior Officer of the 
department and will soon finish his 30 years in 
about 1962.” 

Its first organization is unknown by this 
writer, however has been told that in the early 
days a red light hung in the middle of the inter¬ 
section of Baldwin and Sierra Madre Blvd., and 
when the police, probably called the Marshal, 
was out of the office, day or night, the red 
light was displayed by the dispatcher at the 
police office and he answered the telephone on 
coming into the office. No sentence was ever 
served in the city jail. The two cells were only 
used to detain male prisoners until they could 
be arraigned in Pasadena Court. Sometimes 
the prisoners were transferred to the Pasadena 
City Jail of sent over to the jail maintained by 
the Los Angeles Sheriff at Temple City. 

I do not know the date when the Pacific 
Railway was put to Sierra Madre, but it did run 
from Pasadena where it connected with other 
lines throughout the county. The tracks came 
down Sierra Madre Blvd. and turned up north 
on Baldwin to Montecito where there was a turn 
around table that turned the cars for them to pro¬ 
ceed back to Pasadena and on to Los Angeles. 
A local conductor purchased one of the cars, 
converted it to rubber tires and at one time dis¬ 
played it in Kersting Court. 


Out and About

Having just returned from nearly three 
weeks in the back ways of Utah, and a dozen or 
so hikes, Kim and I were ready to take on the 
local hills. We planned on a 10-mile jaunt out 
of Chantry Flat. We would take the old Sturte- 
vant Trail (now called the Upper Winter Creek) 
to Hoegee’s Camp, then over Mt. Zion and 
down into Big Santa Anita Canyon, hitting 
Sturtevant Camp, Spruce Gove and on back to 
Chantry. That was the plan. A moderate hike 
with no particular drains on the system. 

The thing went awry at Hoegee’s Camp. I 
got to talking with someone who had a dog like 
ours and, well, we started off again on the wrong 
trail...actually, the .same trail we were on. In¬ 
stead of working our way uphill to Zion, we were 
chugging away toward Mt. Wilson. I knew things 
were off a click oi two when 1 went around a 
ridge and spotted a field of antennas about a 
mile off. 

As we sat to drink water and to figure out 
what went wrong, a threesome came along the 
trail. They educated us as to where we were and 
our options. We would conquer Mt. Wilson. 
We talked about having a lemonade and ice 


cream at the Island in the Sky restaurant. The 
group that helped us were all going to have chili 
dogs. That was the second thing that went wrong. 

For those of you who haven’t visited Mt. 
Wilson lately, prepare for a shock. Not only is 
the restaurant boarded up (since October), the 
place looks like some of the scenes described in 
“Atlas Shrugged.” None of the tiolets work, so 
there are a half dozen smelly “Porta-pottys” 
in the parking lot. The water fountains don’t 
work either...in fact, you have to really scratch 
around to find water to fill your canteens. The 
place is overgrown, ill-kept and dirty. If we 
didn’t need more water, I would have kept go¬ 
ing on the trail. 

Rather than return over ground we had just 
covered, we went down the east side of Wilson to 
Sturtevant Camp, ending up at our starting point.

In the ’SOs 
and ’60s, Davidson pioneered 
new methodologies in 
numerous areas of physi¬ 
cal chemistry, including 
the chemistry of trans¬ 
uranium elements and 
transition metals. 

In the ’70s and ’80s, in 
the area of molecular 


biology, he revolutionized 
the way scientists under¬ 
stand how genes are or¬ 
ganized and expressed, 
and conducted studies that 
are now used daily in non¬ 
recombinant DNA tech¬ 
nology and genetic map¬ 
ping. 

At the present time, 
Davidson is working in 
the field of neuro-biology, 
creating important tech¬ 
niques for studying the 


functions and chemistry 
of the nervous system. 

The Sierra Madrean is 
the Chandler Professor 
Emeritus of chemical 
biology at Caltech. He 
was a researcher at the 
University’s metallurgical 
laboratory when he worked 
on the Plutonium Project 
from 1943 to 1945. 

His wife, Annemarie, 
and he are longtime Sierra 
Madreans.

Sometimes as he sits in 
the Sandwich Shc^, sipping 
his noon cup of coffee 
and smoking his daily 
cigarette, Nazareth Artin- 
ian’s mind drifts back to 
a one-room cabin on a 
Turkish mountain slope, 
the dirt floor covered 
with faded Oriental rugs 
and pillows, the snows 
piling so high during win¬ 
tertime that inhabitants 
are virtually snowbound 
inside. 

Almost 100 years have 
passed since Artinian lived 
in the little village of Had- 
gin in northern Turkey, 
with his aunt, uncle and 
brother. 

His uncle earned his 
living as a saddle maker 
(Artinian recalls riding 
a donkey as he took skins 
for the saddles down the 
river to soak). During the 
snow-bound winters, his 
uncle and other men left 
the village to find work 
in the lowlands, while 
family members remained 
behind, subsisting on 
canned and dried fruit 
and vegetables, dried meat 


miles separate Sierra 
man from beginnings 


and yogurt. Cows and 
goats, huddled in an en- 
ckKure beneath the houses, 
helped to provide warmth 
for the people above 
them. 

Decades of change 
separate Artinian from 
his Turkish boyhood - 
a boyhood that shifted 
at age 10 when his aunt 
and uncle, no longer able 
to care for him, placed 
him in a Presbyterian 
orphanage. The mission¬ 
aries there, recognizing 
his potential, enabled him 
to attend St. Paul Univer¬ 
sity in Tarsus to become 
a teacher. But his lan¬ 
guage skills (he speaks 
five languages - Turkish, 
Armenian, French, Ara¬ 
bic and English) led to 
work as a translator for 
Armenian refugees bound 
for the United States - and 
to a passage on the ship 
for himself, his wife and 
4-year-old daughter. 

The year was 1922, and 
Artinian left his first stop 
in the United States - New 
York - to come to Pasa¬ 
dena, where he had rela¬ 
tives. There he was offered 


a half-interest in a rubbish 
hauling business for $1500. 
He accepted the offer and 
a 50-year endeavor was 
launched, one that ended 
when he retired at age 72. 

After purchasing a 
Model-T and learning to 
drive, Artinian supple¬ 
mented his income by 
hauling away yard trim¬ 
mings for customers. He 
later bought out his partner, 
favoring a one-man rubbish 
hauling enterprise, and, 
as his earnings grew, he 
invested in commercial 
and residential real estate. 

Although the Artenians’ 
first home was in Pasa¬ 
dena (on N. Summit and 
purchased for $2200), they 
moved to Sierra Madre 
in 1949. Artinian has 
been a local resident ever 
since, except for a few 
years in Murietta Hot 
Springs where Mrs. Artin¬ 
ian died when her hus¬ 
band was 90.

Question; Dear Dr. Tami, 
How young can I test my dog for 
hip dysplasia? 


Answer: Hip Dysplasia can be diagnosed at a very early 
age, long before clinical signs of the problem are ap¬ 
parent. A veterinarian performing a physical exam on 
your dog at 4 months of age should have an indication of 
whether or not your dog will potentially develop hip 
dysplasia. This examination can often be performed when 
you bring your puppy in for their first rabies vaccination. 
A puppy suspected of hip dysplasia should then be 
rechecked at 6 months of age to confirm the initial 
diagnosis. During this followup examination your 
veterinarian will take x-ray of your puppy’s hip and per¬ 
form an orthpcdic examination including special 
manipulation of the hip joint to confirm hip dysplasia. 

I recommend all medium and large dogs have their hips 
checked at 6 months of age. By diagnosing hip dysplasia 
at this early age, you generally have move treatment op¬ 
tions, and permanent corrections can be made before ar¬ 
thritis sets in.

It seems that once upon 
a time there was a success¬ 
ful writer of plays and 
movie scripts who was so 
depressed by the departure 
of a steady girlfriend that 
he began trying to write 
for the Saturday Review 
of Literature. His long¬ 
time secretary was appalled 
and his maid, an attrac¬ 
tive college girl, working 
her young husband’s way 
through school, was also 
concerned. His faithful 
manager, basically a trusted 
“gofer,” was also anxious 
to see his employer hap¬ 
pier. 

Suddenly, on Christmas 
eve, two Runyonesque 
vice squad officers arrive 
on his doorstep with an 
inconvenient gift, a 16- 
year-old girl arrested for 
assault and battery. Think¬ 


ing that one’s first day in 
jail is no place to spend 
Christmas, they have de¬ 
cided that she should be 
given, at the very least, a 
good dinner by the author, 
with whom they are ac¬ 
quainted. Susan is very 
much on the defensive 
and ready to run. The 
author is socially involved 
and has no place to put 
her. Nevertheless, he 
agrees to give it a try. 

That Susan begins to 
grow on him and that the 
situation inspires misun¬ 
derstanding is a given, 
but the repartee is witty, 
the characters are amus¬ 
ing, and the plot, if pre¬ 
dictable, has enough var¬ 
iation to keep the audience 
interested.

Hazell SNF Senior of Month

If you’re a person who thinks that people are 
"over the hill” at age 30, you would have to figure 
that Arthur K. Ha/ell has been over the hill three times 
and is well on his way to four! This good-natured 94- 
year-old resident of the Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing 
Facility is (in the words of the facility’s staff members) 
“Like Channel 13...very independent!” We salute him 
as SNF Senior of the Month. 

Hazell was born in Geneva, New York, but his 
father died when he was a youngster so Hazell and 
his mother moved back home. There, his Aunt Jo and 
Aunt Ted became an important part of his extended 
family. The loving influence those women had on his 
life played a major role in eventually getting Hazell to 
California, but that’s jumping ahead a good many 
years. 

Our honoree’s first jobs were in the service in¬ 
dustry working as a desk clerk in hotels in Florida and 
later, in Pennsylvania. Soon realizing that to progress 
in this profession he also needed to learn the “back 
of the house” so he moved to the kitchen and quickly 
learned what makes large hotel kitchens work. 

Later, he was hired by Forrest Oil Company to 
manage their executive retreat known as “Glendorn,” 
nestled in the beautiful hills of northeast Pennsylvania. 
Hazell’s job was to provide absolutely everything his 
guests required. Ixicated on the facility’s campus was 
a number of guest cottages as well as the “big house” 
which included a large dining room and recreation 
facilities. Hazell lived in one of the small residences 
built to house staff year-round. Most of the oil com¬ 
pany executives and their families spent holidays, week¬ 
ends and summer vacations at Glendorn. Besides train¬ 
ing food service staffs to respond to guests’ every need 
and preference, Hazell was responsible for hiring, firing 
and supervising the large staff of maids and housemen 
that made the place hum. 

In the late ’30s, Hazell’s two aunts came to Cal¬ 
ifornia on vacation and decided to stay. Initially, they 
rented in Los Angeles but within a few years bought 
property and built a home in Pacific Palisades. How¬ 
ever, the dampness of the ocean air bothered the sisters 
and they decided to purchase a home in San Marino. 

Several times Hazell drove across the country to 
spend time with his aunts. During one extended visit 
one aunt noticed a news article advertising a lip read¬ 
ing course at Pasadena City College. Interested be¬ 
cause of his hearing deficiency, Hazell attended the 
class and soon discovered he had a knack for the pro¬ 
cess. A fellow student in the class was Margaret Bar¬ 
ley, who was to eventually play a much more important 
role in his life. 

Following surgical complications, Hazell’s Aunt 
Jo died and some time later his Aunt Ted fell, broke 
her hip and required an extensive recuperation at home. 
Without any other family. Aunt Ted was thrilled that 
Hazell was willing to retire from Glendorn after some 
26 years, and come to San Marino and help nurse her 
back to health. Besides his fondness for his aunt, 
Hazell felt this was an opportunity, in a small way, 
to give back some of that loving support he had re¬ 
ceived growing up. 

After Aunt Ted died, Hazell continued to live in 
San Marino where he kept busy nurturing his great

interest in gardening, walking, extensive reading, and, 
of course, attending lip reading classes. 

By this time, his lip reading classmate, Margaret 
Barley, had not only finished the basic lip reading 
course, she had become completely engrossed in the 
subject. She had begun the class because of her pro¬ 
gressive nerve deafness; later, her fascination with the 
field encouraged her to further study and eventually 
to teach speech reading. With her skill and inventive¬ 
ness Barley co-authored two college texts on speech 
reading, still used on college campuses today. 

Hazell attended Barley’s classes and after the 
death of her husband, began a relationship which 
lasted over 20 years. The two entertained each other 
in their homes, dined and critiqued every new and 
existing San Gabriel Valley eatery, and rooted for the 
Dodgers. Hazell also found in Barley’s family an op¬ 
portunity for a new family connection and with her, 
enjoyed their every challenge and accomplishment. 

Barley died at SNF five months ago and now 
Hazell is a resident. No stranger to the facility, he 
had no only visited Barley regularly, but had himself 
been a resident on three occasions over the years. Each 
time he was rehabilitated and able to return home, a 
testament, he says, to the staff at SNF. 

He is still an avid Dodger rooter and reads vora¬ 
ciously and is currently reading through the many 
stories of “who done it authors,” Dick Francis and 
Rex Stout. He makes a daily commitment of walking 
the corridors of SNF. His newly acquired closed cap¬ 
tion TV set and the daily newspaper keep him posted 
on world activities. 

This SNF resident considers himself very fortimate 
to have lived from the development of the crystal set 
to the proliferation of giant TVs. He says, “I don’t 
think such a diversity in developments will ever again 
be spanned in one lifetime.” 

Today, one can take his continuing support of 
the Dodgers as a tribute to his affirming spirit. Arthur 
Hazell at 94 is still rooting and we root for him as our 
SNF Senior of the Month.

Watts’ supporters gather 


Over 200 people gather¬ 
ed at the Derby East in 
Glendora last Sunday for 
a “Goodbye George Par¬ 
ty,” honoring George 
Watts, who was asked on 
a 4-1 city council vote to 
resign after an 11-year ca¬ 
reer as Arcadia City Man¬ 
ager. 

Making presentations 
to Watts were Howard 
Larew, president of the 
Arcadia Chamber of Com¬ 
merce; Jerry Collins, rec¬ 
reation department di¬ 
rector; Neal Johnson and 
Jerry Gardner, police and 
fire chief, respectively; 
Ken Peddy, representing 
city employees; and Bill 
Woolard, planning di¬ 
rector and acting city man¬ 
ager, representing depart¬ 
ment heads, who gave 
Watts, known as a rabid 
Boston Celtics fan, a 
framed team jersey. 

Cindy Rowe, who is 
secretary to the city man¬ 
ager, presented to her 


former boss a collage of 
pictures representing the 
22 years Watts served in 
the Arcadia city manager’s 
office. 

In thanking those as¬ 
sembled for their presence 
in his support. Watts re¬ 
flected on his 22 years 
with the city. He said he 
had worked with 21 coun¬ 
cils and 17 mayors, begin¬ 
ning at a time when the 
city had no hotels, no dial¬ 
a-ride, no general plan, 
no senior citizen commis¬ 
sion and no community 
center. 

He said that he has left 
a city that is more pre¬ 
pared for earthquake 
response than any other 
city in California and a 
city that has a water in¬ 
frastructure that is second 
to none. He said that he 
was proud of the way that 
city money was watched 
“as if it was our own” 
and that he was most 
proud of developing the 


management team of to¬ 
day. 

He thanked several 
former councilmen in at¬ 
tendance, including Mary 
Young, a “class lady” 
who didn’t always agree 
with him but who was al¬ 
ways a team player; Jim 
Helms, a “statesman” 
who is “a true friend in 
good times and bad”; 
Charles Gilb, about whom 
he said “you either love 
him or hate him; 1 love 
him” and “no one else 
in Arcadia has given so 
much to the city”; and 
Bob Harbicht, the “Jim 
Helms of today’s city 
council and another su¬ 
perb analytical thinker.” 

Watts also thanked staff 
members as well as school 
and community people 
for their support. He 
concluded by quoting a 
former Celtic standout 
and saying, “It’s been a 
great ride. 1 wish it had 
been a little longer.” 


Four councilmen defend action 


Mayor George Fasching 
read the following state¬ 
ment at Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing of the Arcadia City 
Council in response to 
a letter from nine former 
mayors regarding the 
resignation of George 
IVatts as Arcadia City 
Manager. The statement 
was issued by Fasching, 
Mayor Pro Tern Joe Ciraulo 
and Councilmen Dennis 
Lojeski and Bob Margett, 
the same four councilmen 
who voted for Watts’ dis¬ 
missal. Councilman 
Robert Harbicht opposed 
the move to seek Watts’ 
resignation and his name 
was not attached to the 
following Statement: 

The real attempt to 
violate the City Charter 
is by those who signed the 
so-called Open Letter of 
May 22. They seek to 
make the Council appointed 
position of City Manager 
subject to a popularity 
contest and political pres¬ 
sure. By establishing the 


Council-Manager form of 
City government, the 
charter gives total dis¬ 
cretion to the elected City 
Council with regard to 
the appointment and tenure 
of the Qty Manager. After 
all, it is the elected City 
Council that must work 
with and is directly re¬ 
sponsible for the City 
Manager. 

The Open Letter al¬ 
legation that “removal 
of the (City Manager) 
does not reflect the wishes 
of a majority of our resi¬ 
dents,” is not only specula¬ 
tive opinion, but an af¬ 
firmation that the letter 
urges conversion of the 
City Manager position 
into a political position 
subject to a popularity 
contest. This is a viola¬ 
tion of the City Charter 
and the established form 
of government for Arcadia. 
Let’s PRESERVE THE 
CHARTER and keep the 
City Manager position 
free from outside control 


and political pressure. 

The authors of the Opai 
Letter and those who have 
written other letters threat¬ 
ening the City Council 
appear to be acting as 
judge, jury and execu¬ 
tioner. They make one¬ 
sided non-factual allega¬ 
tions, determine that the 
Council violated the 
Charter, and then allege 
that we have forfeited our 
elected offices emd should 
resign. If your elected 
Council were to respond 
to such an approach it 
would be a great disser¬ 
vice to the people of 
Arcadia, regardless of 
one’s feelings about the 
Council individually. To 
react to such tactics would 
jeopardize the election 
process, subvert our voter- 
approved City Charter, 
and the authority of all 
future City Councils. For 
the good of the Communi¬ 
ty, the politics of a few 
should not be allowed to 
let this happen.

Simoniello, Hogg, Lucas named 
as U.S. Educators to Japan 


Mike Simoniello, prin¬ 
cipal at Highland Oaks 
Elementary School, was 
the guest of honor at a tea 
hosted by the Japanese 
parents at his school be¬ 
cause he is one of 20 South¬ 
ern California educators 
selected to participate in 
the 18th annual U.S. Ed¬ 
ucators to Japan program. 

The program was de¬ 
veloped by the Japan Bus¬ 
iness Association of South¬ 
ern California, which has 
approximately 700 corpor¬ 


ate members, with the co¬ 
operation of the Japan 
External Trade Organiza¬ 
tion. Since its beginning 
in 1975, the program has 
sent 220 Southern Califor¬ 
nia educators to Japan 
to experience Japanese 
life firsthand.

Voters, city attorney respond 
to mayors’ letter about Watts 


Over 98 percent of those 
people who have respond¬ 
ed to an open letter from 
nine former Arcadia 
mayors regarding the 
retirement of City Man¬ 
ager George Watts have 
expressed concern over 
the situation, according 
to a communication from 
Dick Young to those who 
have responded. 

Watts resigned after the 
Arcadia City Council 
voted 4-1, with Council¬ 
man Robert Harbicht 
casting the opposition 
vote, to ask Watts to 
step down from the posi¬ 
tion he had held for 11 
years. 

The mayors’ letter sug¬ 
gested that in asking for 
the city manager’s removal 
the council was violating 
the city charter which 
states that a city manager 
cannot be removed for 
135 days after a city coun¬ 
cil election. The vote to 
terminate Watts happened 
three weeks after the elec¬ 
tion. 

However, Michael Mil¬ 


ler, city attorney, has in¬ 
formed The News that 
‘‘the former city manager 
was well aware of the 
Charter provision regard¬ 
ing 135 days, that his resig¬ 
nation and execution of 
an Employment Agree¬ 
ment were voluntary acts 
and there is no violation 
of the City Charter.” 

In response to the mayors’ 
letter, some people have 
suggested that the four 
city councilmen who voted 
for Watts’ removal should 
resign from office. Re¬ 
garding this. Miller said 
that “there is no basis for 
any ‘forfeiture’ of office 
of City Councilmembers.” 
He added, “First of all, 
no Charter provision has 
been violated. Second, 
‘Forfeiture’ requires Court 
approval and the judicial 
system favors the reten¬ 
tion of elected officials 
who have been voted on 
by the people.” 

Those who have respond¬ 
ed to the mayors’ letter 
have suggested a recall if 
resignations are not realized. 


Young points out that July 
22 is the earliest possible 
date to initiate simultaneous 
recall proceedings of each 
of the four councilmen, 
and that 20 percent of the 
registered voters or 4800 
signatures are needed to 
initiate a recall. 

Mayor George Fasch¬ 
ing, who supported Watts’ 
removal along with Coun¬ 
cilman Joe Ciraulo, Den¬ 
nis Lojeski and Bob Mar¬ 
gett, said that the council 
will be making a statement 
on the allegations “proba¬ 
bly this week.” He added 
that “at no time did we 
(the council) violate his 
(Watts’) rights or the city 
charter.” He also said 
that the council was not 
contacted by the nine 
mayors for an explana¬ 
tion of the council action. 

Fasching also said that 
the mayors’ letter was a 
“direct, malicious attack 
on the city council” which 
does not take direction 
from a select group (nine 
former mayors) as “we 
were elected by the citizens 
of Arcadia.”

Board recap 


Elementary music 
receives some help 


While it did not rein¬ 
state the elementary music 
program in full, the Arca¬ 
dia Board of Education 
last week did approve 
$60,000, which would pro¬ 
vide 1.2 full time equiva¬ 
lent district personnel to 
provide one day of instruc¬ 
tion at each elementary 
school as well as a stipend 
for one teacher for co¬ 
ordination of the program. 

This action modifies 
an earlier decision to re¬ 
duce the elementary music 
program by $139,000 for 
the 1992-93 school year 
as part of an $850,000 
cut district wide. Funds 
for the $60,000 will come 
from additional cuts in 
the support services for 
music and from one-time- 
only state funds, which 
will not impact the gen¬ 
eral fund this year. 

The Arcadia Unified 
School District still is con¬ 
sidering the involvement 
of La Verne University 
in providing before and 
after school, evening and 
weekend music lessons on 
a fee basis. 


On that is.sue, one parent 
addressed the board with 
concerns that proceeds 
from this weekend’s Arca¬ 
dia Picnic Concert on the 
Green would be earmarked 
to go to elementary music 
scholarships for a before/ 
after school music program 
sponsored by La Verne, 
when “elementary music 
student parents have over¬ 
whelmingly voiced their 
disapproval for the La 
Verne alternative.” She 
recommended that pro¬ 
ceeds from the benefit be 
granted to the music de¬ 
partment. 

The board approved 
the reduction of 3.44 full 
time classified employees, 
an action necessitated by 
the lack of funds. 

The enrollment/atten¬ 
dance report for the eighth 
school month indicated 
that there was a student 
population of 8343, an 
increase of 160 students, 
including independent 
study, over the correspond¬ 
ing month of last year. 

Recent gift offers totaled 
$12,400, including about 
$9000 for instructional 
technology equipment.
